To the Inhabitants of the Town of Hillsborough, County of 
Hillsborough, in said State, qualified to vote mm the Town 
Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Childs’ Opera House 
in said town on Tuesday, the ninth day of March next, 
at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act on the follow- 
ing subjects: 

ARTICLE 1. To choose three selectmen, town treasurer, 
tax collector, highway agent, town clerk and chief of 
police for the ensuing year, trustee of the Fuller Public 
Library for the two ensuing years, and all other necessary 
town officers or agents for the ensuing year. 

Art. 2. To hear the reports of the selectmen, town 
clerk, town treasurer, tax ¢ollector and highway agent to 
the town auditors, the reports of the auditors, agents, com- 
mittees or other town officers heretofore chosen or ap- 
pointed and to pass any vote relating thereto. 

ArT, 3. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to meet the current expenses of the town and apply 
upon the principal and interest of the town debt, or pass 
any vote relating thereto. 

ArT. 4. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for the building and repairing of highways, 
bridges and culverts. 

Art. 5. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum of 
money, not to exceed seventy-five dollars ($75.00), for 
Senator Grimes Post, G. A. R., to be used Memorial Day. 

Art. 6. To see if the town will vote to continue the 
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present laws in force prohibiting cattle and horses from 
running at large in the highways. 

ArT. 7. To see if the town will vote to raise any money 
for the support of the Fuller Public Library, or pass any 
vote relating thereto. 

ArT. 8. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the amount of money necessary to secure State aid 
for the permanent improvement of highways. 

ArT. 9. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money, not to exceed two hundred 
dollars ($200.00), for the support of band concerts the 
coming season, or pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 10. To see if the town will vote to accept the 
bequest of one hundred dollars ($100.00) from the will 
of the late Henry C. Morrill, the income to be used to care 
for the Morrill lot in Maple Avenue Cemetery. 

ArT. 11. To see if the town will vote to accept the be- 
quest of one hundred dollars ($100.00) from the will of 
the late Mary A. Danforth, the income to be used to eare 
for the Danforth lot in the cemetery at Hillsborough 
Center. 

ArT. 12. To see what action the town will take in re- 
card to the bequest made to said town by the will of 
Mary E. Lovering, late of Hillsborough, N. H., deceased, 
which reads as follows: 

‘*T give, bequeath and devise to the town of Hillsbor- 
ough, N. H., the sum of three hundred dollars ($300.00) 
in trust nevertheless for the following purpose and upon 
the following terms and conditions, viz.: that said town 
of Hillsborough, N. H., shall forever keep in good con- 
dition and repair the family burial lot of Reuben F. 
Lovering and Joseph H. Lovering in Deering, N. H., Cem- 
etery, including the cutting of the grass, keeping the hedge 
trimmed, putting the coverings'on the monument and on 
the tablets the last of October and taking them off the 
first of May each year: including also the putting into the 
little house these coverings and the painting of the cover- 
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ings and said little house, and the keeping of the monument 
statuary and tablets in good order, and making such re- 
pairs as to all of the above as may be necessary: and the 
Board of Selectmen of said Town of Hillsborough, N. H., 
or at least one member of said Board, shall visit said lot 
during the first week in May, the first week in July and 
the first week in October, and at such other times as may 
be necessary each and every year to inspect said lot and 
to ascertain that all the conditions above have been fully 
complied with.’’ 

ArT. 13. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of two hundred dollars ($200.00) to 
pay for extra labor in the removal of rubbish and ashes 
by the town teams within the thickly settled part of the 
town, at stated periods, or pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 14. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum of 
money towards a Library building for the town, or pass 
any vote relating thereto. 

ArT. 15. To see if the town will vote to allow the build- 
ing erected by the Hillsborough Center Club at Hillsbor- 
ough Center to remain in its present location for a period 
of twenty years, or pass any vote relating thereto. 

ArT. 16. To transact any other business that may 
legally come before said meeting.

REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN. 


To the Citizens of Hillsborough: 


Your board of selectmen are able to report a reduction, 
- during the year, of $925.01 on the town debt. The ten- 
dency of town, state and national government is to in- 
crease the appropriations more rapidly than the wealth 
increases. In New Hampshire, the increased valuation 
placed on property is to some extent responsible for this 
condition. A higher valuation enables more money to be 
raised without increasing the tax rate over that of previous 
years. An extract from the report of the State Tax Com- 
mission is given below: 

‘‘No power has constituted the members of the Tax 
Commission guardians of the public in respect to expen- 
ditures for the support of government, and they have no 
disposition to assume that role. Nevertheless, ‘economy 
being a most essential virtue in all states,’ and it being, 
‘the duty of legislators and magistrates * * * to coun- 
tenance and inculcate the principles of * * * econ- 
omy,’ all as set forth in the constitution of this state, the 
commissioners believe themselves to be amply justified 
in urging, as they have so often urged before, the im- 
portance of this subject upon the voters of the state. The 
public revenue, state and municipal, is the voters’ busi- 
ness and they are responsible, directly or indirectly, for 
every extravagance affecting it from the inception to the 
termination of the fund. 

‘‘Every compulsory contribution levied by public au- 
thority upon people or property is in the broad sense of 
the term a tax, nor is it made less obnoxious or burden- 
some if called a fee or a fine. In the figures that follow, 
therefore, all fees, fines, and other extractions, if any, 
are included with the taxes upon polls and estates. To 
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illustrate the comparative importance of the two classes, 
it may be said that the taxes upon polls and estates rep- 
resent about 95 per cent. and all other income about 5 
per cent. of the total revenue of the state, and of the 
counties, cities, towns, districts and precincts therein. 

‘“‘Taxes as defined above have increased by leaps and 
bounds in recent years. In 1903 the-sum of all the taxes 
assessed by and within the State of New Hampshire was 
$5,373,420.22; in 1913 it was $8,765,039.07, an increase of 
$3,391,618.85, or 63 per cent., in ten years. But these 
figures do not adequately represent the velocity the up- 
ward movement has now attained. To show that it is 
necessary to divide the ten-year period: The levy in 1908 
was $924,388.79, or 17 per cent. greater than in 1903, while 
that in 1913 was $2,467,230.06, or 39 per cent. greater 
than in 1908. By so much did the advance in the last half 
of said period exceed that in the first half. These figures 
will be the more alarming if it is remembered that while 
taxes, already sufficiently heavy, were advancing 63 per 
eent., the population of the state increased only about 
414 per cent., and while the one was advancing 39 per 
cent., the other increased only about 214 per cent. 

‘It 1s instructive to study the subject from another 
angle. In the ten years from 1904 to 1914, both inclusive, 
the annual increase in all taxes defined and limited as 
above was as follows:

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‘‘The average yearly increase for the whole period was 
$336,561.85. The upward trend is more plainly shown, 
however, by dividing, as before, the ten-year period in 
the middle and considering the halves separately. For 
the first five years the average annual increase was $184,- 
877.76; for the last five years it was $493,446.01. It is 
surely pertinent to consider how long the little state of 
New Hampshire, almost stationary in wealth, can sustain 
a tax already burdensome and increasing at the rate of 
practically half a million dollars a year without crippling 
her industries and impoverishing her people. Plainly it 
is a condition not calculated to attract capital from with. 
out the state or to encourage business within the same. 

‘‘From the per capita standpoint the situation is not less 
disturbing. In 1903 there were assessed $12.88 in taxes 
for each man, woman and child in the state. Five years 
later there were assessed $14.75 for each individual, and 
in five years more $20.09. If in 1913 taxes had been 
equally distributed among all the people it would have 
meant a burden of $100 for each family of five members. 
Though in reality there was little such equality in the 
assessment there was much in the payment. The fact is 
that those who occupy, use or consume property, no 
matter who owns it, are those who in the last analysis 
pay most, if not all, of the taxes thereon. If the wage 
earner or the man of limited means understood he was in 
reality paying something like $100 a year in state and 
municipal and half as much more in federal taxes for 
the government of himself, his wife and three children his 
influence and his vote would more frequently make for 
economy in appropriations and expenditures than here- 
tofore. 

‘‘No statistics for the year 1914 appear in the above 
paragraphs for the reason that they are not yet at hand 
except in part.’’

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‘REPORT OF THE FIRE COMMISSIONERS. 


(For the year ending February 15, 1915.) 


The Board of Fire Commissioners submit the following 
report: 


There have been seven bell and twenty-seven still alarms 
during the past year, but with Hillsborough’s usual good 
luck, it was not necessary to wet any hose but once, and 
that was at the recent fire in Parker’s block. This was 
a stubborn fire to handle and the firemen are to be con- 
gratulated on their good work. 

The loss was about $2,500, mostly covered by insur- 
ance. This was the time when our excellent new water 
system showed up to good advantage. 

The other fires were extinguished by use of chemicals, 
very small damage being done, total amount being $498.77, 
insured for $363.77, net loss only $135. 

The department is fully manned and in first-class con- 
dition. ) 

There were no new sewers laid the past year and very 
little relaid, but the indications are that there will be 
quite a stretch to be relaid the coming season. 

The fire alarm has been greatly improved, new wire 
having been installed on most of the circuit, reducing the 
cost of the upkeep one half. 

A new room has been finished for the janitor at the 
fire station, which is a much needed improvement. 

We suggest that everyone familiarize themselves with 
their nearest fire alarm box and learn to operate same in 
ease of fire. One or two unnecessary delays were caused 
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the past year by parties pulling in the alarm who did not 
understand it. ‘‘Delays are dangerous in case of fire.’’ 
Chief Newman, or any of the firemen, will instruct by 
the asking. 

It is also very essential when pulling a box that you 
remain by until some of the firemen arrive.

The water-works have been greatly improved in 1914 
by the renewal on Bridge street of the six-inch cement 
and iron pipe from Central Square to Wyman street, re- 
placing the same with 680 feet twelve inch and 332 feet 
eight inch cast iron pipe of suitable strength, as planned 
for in 1910. 

This change will give the precinct on the south side 
of the river ample fire protection. 

The cost of this work was $2,726.47, of which $779.24 
was charged to renewal, showing in maintenance account, 
while $1,947.23 to excess renewal entering into the cost 
of the water-works. 

Also 146 feet of two inch wrought iron pipe was laid 
on Park street at a cost of $55.16, which is charged to 
extensions and made a part of the cost of the works.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


To the Inhabitants of Hillsborough: 


The school board of the Town School District respect- 
fully submits its report for 1914-1915 with that of the 
treasurer, and the superintendent of schools. 

Seven schools have been maintained throughout the 
year, an increase over the number held last year. This 
reduces the number of children who have been carried to 
the Special District to quite an extent. When children, 
having a school in their own district, attend school in 
the Special District, their tuition is paid by their parents. 

An unexpected item of expense was the transportation 
of a number of children, the greatest number being seven, ~ 
the smallest two, from a lumber camp near Bagley Pond 
to the Lower Village school. The cost of carrying these 
children was $70 for fourteen weeks. Under the circum- 
stances this seemed the best arrangement to make, as the 
distance from a school was too great for the children to 
walk. 

We feel that our present teachers are greatly interested 
in their work, and are giving their best efforts in their 
school work. 

The last census records 107 children between the ages 
of 5 and 16. Fifteen children attend the High School.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


Members of the School Board: 


I respectfully submit the following report coneerning 
the schools of the Town District for the year ending Feb- 
ruary 15, 1915: 


The only change in the teaching force for the spring 
term was occasioned by the resignation of Miss Marie L. 
Johnson as teacher of the Lower Village school. She was 
succeeded by Miss Leolyn EK. Annis. Near the close of 
the spring term, Mrs. Gladys H. Murdo and Misses Eliza- 
beth Thompson and Viola Hemphill said that they did 
not care to return to the schools they were teaching. 
Later, in accordance with their expressed wishes, Mrs. 
Grace L. Crane was transferred to the Lower Village 
school and Miss Leolyn E, Annis to the Flat school. The 
new teachers and their appointments are as follows: 
Mrs. Alice L. Shirland, of Washington, the Goodell school; 
Mr. Leon D. Davis, the Center school; Miss Gertrude 
Janowsky, the Bear Hill school; and Miss Julia A. Riee, 
of Henniker, the Merrill school. 

The last mentioned school had been closed for several 
terms because there were so few children in its vicinity. 
By last summer, however, the numbers had so increased 
that it seemed wise to re-open it in September. <A small 
school of seven or eight pupils was the result. As the 
majority of these were quite young, the school closed for 
the winter just before Christmas. Unfortunately, be- 
cause of the state of the finances, all the other schools 
closed on the fifteenth of January, thus making the winter 
term about a month shorter than it was expected it 
would be. In order that the school year may contain 
as many weeks as in recent years, it will be necessary to 
make the spring term longer than usual, and to appro- 
priate enough additional money to cover the extra ex- 
pense. 
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With regard to the work of the teachers, I feel safe in 
saying that each one has done his or her task faithfully 
and conscientiously. Those whose teaching life began in 
September deserve commendation for the enthusiastic 
way in which they have attacked this new problem in 
life’s experience. Those who have been in the work 
longer deserve favorable mention for their sustained in- 
terest in the work and for their desire to make the work 
of each year as good, if not better, than that of previous 
years. 

One result of the efforts put forth is that there are com- 
paratively few children who are noticeably behind where 
they should be in their work. And. for each case 
of this kind, I think that almost any one could easily 
find some good and sufficient reason. Another result, 
closely allied, is that many of the pupils are entering high 
school at the average age, and are there doing as good 
work as pupils who have had the advantages usually 
afforded by larger schools. ‘ 

This is being accomplished in spite of frequent changes 
in the teaching force, and in spite of the fact that we are 
unable to secure many trained and experienced teachers 
on account of the low salaries we offer, and also because 
the normal schools of the state can furnish only about 
one-third of the recruits needed each year to keep the ranks 
full.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


The Board of Education respectfully submits the reports 
of the supervisors of the various departments with the re- 
ports of the principal and superintendent. 

We were fortunate in retaining this year the same corps 
of teachers without a change and feel that the work goes 
on with the least possible interruption when this can be 
done. 

The fire-escape, as provided for at the last election, has 
been placed on the new part of the building and there 
will be no large bills for repairs the coming year. 

The amount required for text-books and supplies for 
the coming year will be $500. 
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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


Members of the Board of Education: 


I respectfully submit the following report concerning 
the schools of the Special School District for the year end- 
ing February 15, 1915: 

There is a saying that reads something like this: ‘‘ Happy 
is the country that has no history.’’ This sentiment with 
slight modifications might be used with reference to our 
schools for the past year. The work has been done with 
comparatively lttle friction by the same teachers that 
were in charge last year, although some of them received 
attractive offers during the summer to go to other places. 
Mr. MeGaw resumed full charge of the high school with 
the beginning of the spring term, relieving Mr. Sanderson, 
who had been acting as substitute principal for a few 
months on account of Mr. McGaw’s illness. 

New texts in history, geography and arithmetic have 
been placed in some of the rooms, to replace books that 
were worn out. Otherwise, there has been no material 
change in the school equipment. 

The topical method of studying geography has been 
followed in the grammar room for something over a year. 
Each pupil keeps a notebook in which is written whatever 
information he may have gathered from the reading of 
the geographical texts in the room, or from other sourees, 
such as newspapers. This has seemed to work very satis- 
factorily in both arousing interest and producing desir- 
able results. 

While the method of teaching penmanship, introduced a 
little over two years ago, has not given as quick returns 
as we had hoped, yet I feel that we are on the right track, 
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and that persistent effort along the lines already attempted 
will eventually give to the pupils the ability to write 
easily, legibly and rapidly. 

In some of my previous reports I have made reference 
to the question of spelling—a topic of sufficient import- 
ance to merit the attention of educational investigators. 
One of these, a professor in a western university, has been 
examining the written papers of children in the grades 
for the purpose of discovering what words they used with 
greatest frequency, and, also, what words were most often 
misspelled. 

After tabulating the words found in several thousand 
papers obtained from children in all grades in three or 
four different states, he found that he had a lst of about 
four thousand five hundred words that were used with 
sufficient frequency to warrant their being placed in a 
spelling list. As the ordinary speller usually contains 
fifteen thousand or more words, it looks .very much as 
though a great deal of time had been wasted in meseae. 
to teach words that would never be used. 

The investigator already referred to also made a list of 
the one hundred words that caused the most difficulty in 
the matter of spelling. A few weeks ago, without warn- 
ing, the teacher of the grammar room dictated these words 
to her scholars and found that they could spell ninety 
per cent. of these troublesome words correctly. 

The subject of reading in the primary grades has also 
received some attention in my reports in previous years. 
This time I wish to call attention to an experiment con- 
ducted the past year, for which I do not claim originality. 
Several primers and first readers by various authors were 
placed in the primary room for the pupils to use at their 
desks or to take home. The results were surprising. The 
children took these books and read them eagerly. The 
teacher kept an account of what books eaeh child read, 
and found at the end of the year that many had read ten 
or more, and that one little girl had twenty-two to her 
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eredit. For the sake of clearness, I might say that all of 
this reading was in addition to the ten primers and first 
readers read in class. The same plan is being followed 
this year, and at the end of the twentieth week one pupil 
had read fourteen books outside of class. The teacher says, 
however, that this is an exceptional case. 

The completion of the painting of the building during 
the summer vacation has added much to its appearance, 
especially in the interior. And the new fire-esecape has 
made the exits sufficiently numerous so that 1t would seem 
that there should be no danger of loss of life in ease of 
fire. 

The purchase of chairs with tablet arms for use in the 
high school recitation-rooms would be an improvement that 
would be much appreciated by both pupils and teachers.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL. 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


The high school enrollment this year includes 71 pupils, 
23 boys and 48 girls. This is 13 less than last year, the 
reduction being due to a large graduating class, a smaller 
entering class, and the discontinuance of some others. Daily 
attendance is fairly good, most absences being due to really 
unavoidable causes; the register records three cases of late- 
ness for the first half of this year. 

In January the school was inspected according to law 
by the State department. A report of this revealed suffi- 
cient quantity of material covered in each course, excel- 
lent preparation of the teachers for their work, and op- 
portunity in common with other schools of the state to 
- improve the method and quality of instruction. <A definite 
effort 1s being made by each teacher to teach according to 
‘ modern pedagogical principles of the art of teaching. No 
teaching can succeed unless the learner wishes to learn. 
Home study is essential; and every pupil has at least two 
or three lessons to prepare out of school every day. If any 
pupil reports at home that he has no lessons to prepare, 
parents should inquire into the case. Any pupil who really 
does his work will have all his time occupied. The chief 
’ enemies of school work are tobacco, participation in public 
entertainments, and idleness—that is, passing away time 
without any definite object. 

The material resources of the school have been enriched 
by several pieces of laboratory apparatus, by several sets 
of new texts in different departments, and by a set of the 
New International Encyclopedia in twenty-four volumes. 
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This latter work supples a long felt want. There is at 
present a plan in operation to furnish a dozen framed 
pictures to adorn the main hall and one eclass-room. These 
pictures are chosen with reference to their vital relation to 
life. It is hoped to obtain others for the other class-rooms 
in due time. The grafonola purchased last year has been 
of real service. A desirable addition is a lantern for the 
projection of opaque pictures for work in every subject. 
Such apparatus would cost about one hundred dollars, and 
will require the introduction of electricity to operate. A 
move to secure funds for this purpose will be undertaken. 
It would be of the highest advantage to have a school fund 
of twenty-five hundred dollars, whose yearly interest would 
provide for real educational needs not ordinarily ineluded 
in the running expenses of the school. 

Last year’s graduating class numbered 18. At Com- 
mencement Exercises each member delivered a crisp, brief 
essay of three minutes in length. This plan avoided monot- 
ony, and won such favorable approbation that it will be 
continued in future classes, however large. Of these grad- 
uates, four entered other schools, five engaged in teaching, 
five found employment in stores, one is a stenographer in a 
wholesale house, and three are occupied at home on the 
farm or in the household.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC. 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


The following report of the Music Department of the 
Hillsborough schools is respectfully submitted : 

In almost every grade excellent work is being done. Be- 
ginning with this fall term the work has been planned 
ahead as carefully as possible. The supervisor leaves the 
plans for four weeks’ work with the grade teacher the 
first of every month, thereby keeping a record of work 
done and giving the teacher a chance to study the outline 
a month ahead. 

The second grade is doing especially good work. They 
have been well started in the practice of thinking tone, have 
learned different note values and can sing from the black- 
board exercises with skips. The tone quality in all their: 
songs is light and high as it should be. The third grade 
has already finished reading one book of exercises this 
year and is ready for another. 

It would be hard to improve upon the tone quality found 
in the fourth grade, or even upon the general excellence 
of their work as a class. Their songs are sung with a 
great deal of expression and they have already had drill in 
all the new technical difficulties taught in this grade. 

The fifth grade is doing good two-part work, and the 
sixth grade three-part, together with a detailed study of 
the chromatic tones and the principles of rhythm. The 
quality of tone has improved very much in this room this 
year. The large number of boys who do not sing makes 
three- and four-part music in the seventh and eighth grades 
rather hard work. The two-part songs are sung very well. 
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Some written work is done, included in the study of the 
chromatic tones and advanced rhythms. 

Interest in music has seemed to increase in the high 
school this year, with the result that about fifteen new 
chorus selections have been practiced and sung with good 
spirit. The help of the orchestra in our concert last spring 
and the performance of the operetta, ‘‘The Windmills of 
Holland,’’ this winter, have appeared to arouse consider- 
able enthusiasm. The interest and patronage of the par- 
ents and townspeople is an important factor in influencing 
the high school students to do good work. 

Three additional district schools have had music this 
year, making eight in all. Of these three, the Bear Hill 
school has progressed rapidly. Each school, with a few 
exceptions, 1s visited only once in three weeks. Conse- 
quently the improvement depends largely on the ability of 
the regular teacher to teach music. The schools at Upper 
Village, Bear Hill and the Flat have done the most syste- 
matic work. However, there are several classes in other 
schools which have done very well. 

I sincerely appreciate the thought and effort which the 
teachers have put into this subject.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF MANUAL ARTS. 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


The following report of the Department of Drawing in 
the Center school of Hillsborough is herewith respectfully 
submitted. 

The work in drawing in the grades consists of courses in 
the following subjects: Nature drawing, paper and ecard- 
board construction, object drawing, paper cutting, illus- 
trative drawing, color, design and construction drawing. 
The course aims to develop in children general aptness in 
the correlation of hand and eye, in the expression of ideas 
of form, of-constructive thinking and the appreciation of 
beauty. The fundamental principles underlying the repre- 
sentation of objects are discovered by the children through 
carefully planned experiments. Increasing care in the rep- 
resentation of these will be insisted upon as the pupils 
master these principles. 

There is need of more manual training than can be given 
in the drawing period. I think that sufficient practice 
has now been given in the constructive work in cardboard 
and paper so that the pupils are ready to go on working 
in one of the simple crafts, such as book-binding. I should 
also favor the introduction of sewing into the seventh and 
eighth grades, and into the fifth and sixth grades, if 
possible. 

During the first half of the year the boys of the freshman 
and sophomore classes of the high school are given a course 
in mechanical drawing. Sheets illustrating the principles 
of projection are prepared and bound into notebook form 
at the end of the course. There are two classes and it is

aimed to make the work in the second-year class a con- 
tinuation of that in the first. 

The second half of the year is to be devoted to two classes 
of sewing for freshman and sophomore girls. Models are 
made, notebooks kept and simple garments are made. In 
the second-year class there will be an attempt to correlate 
the work in sewing with design. 

The earnest and interested codperation of teachers has 
made my work very pleasant.
